G.S.R. 759(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with 
Sub-section (i) of Section 132 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby approves the Kandla Port (Authorisa¬ 
tion of Pilots) Amendment Regulations, 1990 made 
by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Kandla and 
set out In the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette.

SCHEDULE 

KANDLA PORT TRUST 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of the Port of Kandla hereby 
make the following Regulations, namely :— 

1. These regulations may be called the Kandla 
Port (Authorisation of Pilots) Amendment Regula¬ 
tions, 1990. 

2. The existing sub-regulation 1(c) of Regulation 
6 shall be substituted as under :— 

“Unless the Board otherwise determines, serve 
a period of probationary training of not 
less than three months or till such time he 
attends a minimum 150 acts of Pilotage, 
whichever is later. On completion of the 
training, the probationer may, if recom¬ 
mended by the Harbour Master and subject 
to the approval of the Deputy Conservator, 
apply to be examined as to his qualifica¬ 
tions to pilot ships”. 

3. The following shall ho inserted as sub-regula¬ 
tion (3) of Regulation 6 :—- 

“The candidate selected for appointment as 
Pilot shall execute a bond to serve Kandla 
Port/Trust for a minimum period of 5 years 
on completion of the probation period of 
2 years as per prescribed format appended 
to these regulations.”

APPENDIX— A” 

BOND TO BE EXECUTED BY PILOTS 

Know all men by this presents that 1- 

-resident of — — — — ■ in the district 

of-at present employed as a proba¬ 

tionary Pilot in the Port of Kandla do iierehy bind 
myself and my heirs, executors and administrators to 
pay to the Board on demand a sum of Rs. 15000|- 
(Rupees fifteen thousand only) on account of my 
having been placed for training as per Regulation 6(3) 
of Kandla Port (Authorisation of Pilots) Regulations, 
1964. 

And whereas for the better protection of the Board 
T have agreed to execute this bond with such condi¬ 
tion as hereunder is written. 

Now the condition of the above written obligation 
is such that in the event of my resignation or leaving 
service before serving Kandla Port Trust for a mini¬ 
mum period of 5 years on completion of my proba¬ 
tionary period of 2 years or in the event of my re¬ 
moval or dismissal from service for any kind of mis¬ 
conduct during the prescribed period of the said 5 
years, I shall forthwith pay to the Board or as may he 
directed by the Board on demand, the said sum of 
Rs. 15000|- (Rupees fifteen thousand only) on ac¬ 
count of my having been placed on training as afore¬ 
said. 

And upon ray making such payment, the above 
written obligation shall be void and of no effect, 
otherwise, it shall be and remain in full force and 
virtue.
